Cnicaco, Oct. 13. — Eight men 
charged with attempted naturaliza- 
tion frauds were arrested tonight by 
the Federal authorities. They are 
Bernard Manning, Edward McKenna, 
John Coffe, James Sheehan, ‘Thomas 
Harrington, John Callahan and Pat- 
rick and John Murray. The 
Unitea States Marshal said tonight 
that the authorities were aware that 
false naturalization was being in- 
dulged in to a surprising extent, and 
tonight’s arrests were only a starter in 
the matter. In what interest the sup- 
posed frauds were undertaken was not 
developed. A very sharp local cam- 
paign is in progress, with important 
ee and legislative offices also at 
stake.

Biographical. 

William Worth Beiknap was born in 
Newburg, N. Y., September 22, 1829. He 
was graduated at Princeton in 1948, studied 
lawand practiced at Keokuk, la,, where he 
settled in 1851 and was elected to the Legis: 
lature as a Democrat in 1857. At the begin- 
ning of the civil war he joined the army as 
majorof the 15th lowa Volunteers. He 
was engaged at Shilo, Coriuth and Vicks- 
burg and became prominent in Sterman’s 
Atlant: campaign, receiving promotion asa 
brigadier-generai on July 30, 1864. and was 
brevetted mnajor-general on March 13, 1865. 
After the war he was Collecior «f Internal 
revenue in Lowa from 1865 to 15.9. when he 
was appointed Secretary of War. This office 
he retained under General Gra‘t’s second 
-adminiatration until Maren 7, 1876, when, 
in consequence of charges of official corrup- 
tion, he resigned. He was impeached and 
tried before the Senate for receiving bribes 
for the appointmentof post-traders, ard was 
acquitted on the technical ground of want

A Little ‘Girl Mangled In a Horrible 
Manner by a Horse, 

EvGENE (Or.) Oct. 13.—[By the 
Associated Press.) Aterrible accident 
occurred op the McKenzie road,8 xty- 
fuur miles east of here, last week. 
A family named Bull were coming 
across the mountains from Baker City 
to Cuos Bay. A little girl of Mr. Bulls, 
was riding a horse some distance be- 
bind the wagons. As they were mov- 
ing along the party heard the girl 
scream, and on looking round saw 
the horse running and the girl 
hanging by one foot which was 
caught in the stirrup. She was 
dragged at least « quarter of a mile in 
this manner over the rough mountain 
road, aud when found was dead, being 
lacerated and mangled in a horrible 
manner. The remains were placed in

AGAIN IN THE TOILS. 


Justice Lockwood Arrested 
for Embezzlement. 


A VERY PECULIAR TRANSACTION. 


Three Hundred Dollars Cash Buail 

Missing and No Bord on 
File tn Its Place— 
Court News. 


The clutches of the law are again 
upon the person of City Justice Walter 
©. Lock wood. 

At ll o’clock yesterday morufng the 
Grand Jury made a partial repurt to 
Superior Judge Cheney, returning an 
indictment against Lockwood upou the 
charge of embezziiug county muneys. 

A warrant was at once issued upon 
the indictment, At 120’clock, as Lock- 
wood was walking quietly up Soring 
atreet, Deputy Sueriff Dennis Kearney 
stepped up to bim and placed him 
uuder arrest. 

He was taken before Judge Cheney 
and his bond fixed at $3000. All the 
afternoon was spent by the defendant 
in the endeavor to secure bail. He wili 
have to give a bond ior $6000, as bis 
bondsmen are required to qualify in 
double the amount. Up to 56 o’clock 
last evening only two bondsmen had 
been secured. A. C, Lockwuod, father 
of the defendant, went on for $3000 
and A. Osgoodby for $150.

Ou the 24th of:March, last, a warrant 
was issued-tor Morton, at the re- 
quest of Detective W. H Russell, upon 
a charge of robbery. ‘ftusseil claimed 
that he saw Myton in the act of rop- 
bing a man of $2.50. 

Upon being arraigned before Justice 
Lock wood, hie was relexnsed upon 
caab bail, and hig examination set tor 
Aprii 8th.

TEACHERS’ BUREAU. 


The School Board Consider- 
ably Stirred Up. 


AN INVESTIGATION TO BE HAD. 


The Charges Denied by the Mem- 
bers—A Delegation at The 

Times Office—Mrs. Betts’s 

Statement. 

The article published in Tue Trves 
yesterday morning, concerning the Pa- 
cific Teachers’ Bureau, and its possi- 
ble effect in securing positions for 
teachers in the public schools, caused 
a decided sensation, and was gener- 
ally discussed on the streets. 


During the day the following letter 
was received: 

Los ANGELES (Cal.,) Oct, 13,—|To the 
Editorof ‘tue Times.) Referring to the 
serious charges made or implied in your 
issue of yesterday, that positions in our pub- 
lic schools are bought and sold, and that 
there are three members of the city board 
positively, and one possibly, connected 
with the inatter, we would respectfully ask 
you to give the names of the parties, so that 
a fair and full investigation may be made. 
Un beha-f of all the members of the board, 
we are authorized to deny the charges in 
full, and to demand an explanation. 


H. E. Pomeroy, 
esident Board Education, 


Chairman Teachers’ Committee. 

Later, a deputation from the School 
Board called at Tur TiMEs office. The 
deputation was headed by President 
Pomeroy of the board, and consisted 
besides of Messrs. Gosper, Powers and 
Morris, the recently-appointed member 
tosucceed Mr. Cox, resigned. The 
gentlemen asked for the authority on 
which the article was published, anu 
were given the name of thé attorney 
from whom the letters were secured. 
They were also shown the original of 
the contract of the Teaviers’ Bu- 
reau, as published, and the letters 
from which the extracts were made. 
The names of the accused members, 
which were suppressed in the first pub- 
lication, were shown to the gentlemen. 
They were Messrs. Gosper, Cox, and 
Woodbury, *‘and possibly Mr. Powers;”’

Mr. Cox has resigned his 
position and removed from the city, 
going into the banking business at 
Tulare, and Mr. Woodbury is in San 
Francisco. The gentlemen talked the 
matter over at considerable length, 
and finally left, after making an a 
pointment tu again call at 8:30 o’clock, 
and bring with them several persons, 
including Mr. Boynton, the bureau

ence of the bureau was without any 
proper warrant, that there was no oc- 
casion for it, and that ‘he himself 
would never again vote for a teacher 
who resorted to its assistance in secur- 
ing a situation. Mr. Gosper at first 
made a qualified defense of the bureau, 
but subsequently modified. his lan- 
guage.

A few days ago 
Joe Soto, the pugilist, visited the 
woman at the jail, and it 1s believed by 
the officers that he smuggled ber a 
bottle of morphine. -At any rate, she 
has bad a suurce of supply from some- 
where. Last night about 11 o’clock 
she was noticed to be almost stupefied 
from the effects of the drug. Nothing 
was thought about this.as it was be- 
lieved thatshe would go to bed and 
sleep off its effects, and all the officers

An examination showed that the} 
woman wasin a frightful condition. 
She was terribly burned about the 
head and face, and the whole upper 
part of her body. The skin was bang- 
ing in shreds trom her hands, and fin- 
gers, andin places there were deep 
burns. The woman’s lower limbs were 
also badly burned. 

Dr. Wernigk at once commenced tak- 


terrible pain, 
in jail awaiting trial on a charge 
of abortion, assisted him. She 
was put under. the _ influence 
of chioro:orm, after which her wounds 
were dressed, and at a_ late hour she 
was resting comparativeiy easy. 

It is impossible to say whether the 
woman will live or. die, but the possi-- 
bilities are that her injuries will prove 
fatal. If she survives, she will be dis-
